NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN THE FIXED 
PRICE SITUATION 

In spite of a rapidly lengthening line of 

legal decisions, the fixed price movement 

has by no means yet reached a status quo. The 

past two weeks have seen several develop- 


ments of more or less significance, the re- |

This report was not, as we understand it, 
from the Federal Trade Commission but from 
Mr. Davies in his previous capacity as an 
officer of the Bureau of Corporations, It is 
not devoted solely to fixed prices, but dis- 
cusses a number of other moot business prac- 
tices and conditions. It attempts, as was said 
above, no analysis of the problem or attempt 
at solution; but the report does serve to a 
degree to focus national attention upon it. 

An attempt to maintain fixed prices under 
a state anti-trust law—the stringent law of 
Texas—failed when the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court of New York State re- 
cently decided that a New York corporation 
cannot hold a Texas concern to an agreement 
to sell goods at a fixed price, on the ground 
that it is in violation of the Texas anti-trust 
act. The suit was brought by the Butterick 
Publishing Company against the Mistrot-Munn 
Company, Inc., to recover $1900 for the de- 
fendant’s failure to sell plaintiff's patterns at 
“label prices.” The defendant demurred and 
the plaintiff contended that although the de- 
fence might be valid if the transaction arose 
in Texas, the agreement was made in New 
York and the interstate commerce laws cov- 
ered the matter. The Appellate Division said 
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it had been decided in various Texas cases 
that the interstate commerce law applies to 
such agreements only so far as the delivery 
of the goods, but does not affect the selling 
price afterward, 

The reverse of the Butterick-Mistrot-Munn 
case, an attempt to overturn fixed prices by 
suit, brought under the federal anti-trust laws 
instead of the state, appears in the action in- 
stituted in the U. S. District Court at New 
York by the Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
Company against the Cream of Wheat Com- 
pany of Minneapolis. The case, which has 
now been dragging along for several weeks 
in a fight over technicalities of jurisdiction, 
etc., is essentially on all fours with the suits* 
brought by James O’Donnell of Washington, 
D. C., against the Beech-Nut Packing Com- 
pany and the Riker-Hegeman Corporation. In 
other words, instead of a manufacturer suing 
a retailer for price-cutting, a retailer is here 
suing a manufacturer for attempting to main- 
tain prices. 

The Tea Company, operating a grocery store 
chain of no less than 938 stores, attempted to 


, | cut the price of Cream of Wheat from four- 
much in the position it takes as in the em- | 


teen to twelve cents. The Cream of Wheat 
Company promptly ceased to supply it. This, 
according to the Tea Company, has resulted 
in cutting off the plaintiff's profitable business 
in supplying Cream of Wheat to the public, 
and, according to the complaint (it must be 
remembered the suit is based on the Sherman 
and Clayton anti-trust laws), tends “to les- 
sen competition, and to create a monopoly in 
the supplying of Cream of Wheat to the pub- 
lic.” The refusal to do business with the 
Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company, the Tea Com- 
pany further declared, “was not and is not a 
selection by defendant of its customers on a 
bona fide transaction, but was and is being 
done solely for the purpose of maintaining 
defendant’s said plan or system of sales, in 
restraint of trade.” 

The uniform failure of manufacturers of 
patented, trade-marked and copyrighted ar- 
ticles to base price-maintenance upon patent, 
trade-mark or copyright has undoubtedly en- 
couraged the price-cutter, and inspired such 
suits as the O’Donnell store’s and the Tea 
Company’s. On the other hand, it must not 
be forgotten that practically the only suit so 
far decided fairly and squarely on the ques- 
tion of price-maintenance per se, that of 
the Fisher Flouring Mills Co. v. Swansonf

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was a sweeping victory for net prices. 
That is what gives additional interest to these 
newest initiations of fixed price litigation, 
since in none of them have questions of patent 
or trade mark right been introduced. 

There is, however, a third series of cases 
of recent date which also give promise of 
settling the fixed price question on its merits. 
Two weeks ago, Wednesday, Frey & Sons, Inc., 
a well-known Baltimore wholesale jobbing 
house, brought suit against the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Company in the United States District 
Court in that city, alleging, under the federal 
anti-trust laws, restraint of their legitimate 
trade through the attempts of the defendants 
to maintain prices on two of their products, 
viz. Old Dutch Cleanser and Grape Juice. 
The plaintiff asks $150,000 damages, besides 
costs and fees. Frey & Son declare them- 
selves to be “thoroughly opposed to the policy 
of price-maintenance,” but go on to say in a 
communication addressed to the New York 
Journal of Commerce: “We have no quarrel 
with manufacturers who attempt to fix the re- 
sale price on their products, but, on the con- 
trary, if the courts of law decide that they 
have the right to refuse to sell their products 
to the jobber who refuses to follow their pol- 
icy, we will give them our cordial support and 
maintain their resale price. But we will then 
also insist that every jobber be compelled to 
live up to the agreements, and will do all in 
our power to bring to the attention of the 
manufacturers those jobbers who secretly vio- 
late their agreements.” 





As is well known, the Library of Congress 
receives all books copyrighted in the United 
States and prints and distributes catalog cards 
- for them. In order that books which are not 
copyrighted in the United States may be more 
fully represented on its shelves and in its 
stock of printed cards, the Library of Con- 
gress invites publishers to present to it copies 
of books imported by them even if no copy- 
right in the United States is claimed by them. 
The name of the publisher who imports the 
book is given on the card as a matter of rou- 
tine when it is given in the imprint. When the 
name of the importer does not appear in the 
imprint, it will hereafter be added on the 
card in brackets provided that it is given on 
a slip pasted below the imprint. The price of 
the book, if supplied, will also be given on 
the card. The publicity afforded the import- 
ing publisher through the printed card distri- 
bution service of the national library should

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prove an excellent recompense for the single 
copy of the work necessary to secure this 
entry. The Library charges the importer no 
fees. 


FUNK & WAGNALLS COMPANY’S EX- 
HIBIT AT an. termi EXPOSI- 


“Turn in at the sign of the lamp and yield 
yourself to the spell of printers’ ink,” says the 
hospitable little circular issued by the Funk & 
Wagnalls Co. in connection with their exhibit 
in the Liberal Arts Palace at the Exposition. 
The exhibit is housed in a booth constructed 
of quartered oak, the entrance being flanked to 
left and right by glass show-cases facing the 
aisle, with two beautiful reproductiors in 
antique bronze of the Funk & Wagnalls’ colo- 
phon or trade-mark, the goddess Minerva 
kindling the lamp of knowledge while turn- 
ing the pages of the book of wisdom. 

Within the booth a line of show-cases filled 
with books on every subject extends the entire 
length of one side, the wall above them being 
covered with burlap of a delicate shade of sil- 
ver-gray upon which numerous framed pic- 
tures are displayed, including typical examples 
of lithographs from the “New Standard Dic- 
tionary,” illustrations from the “Jewish Ency- 
clopedia,” and original cover-designs made for 
The Literary Digest by famous artists. The 
opposite wall and that facing the entrance are 
not fitted with show-cases but are decorated 
with other pictures and illustrations upon the 
same background of silver-gray. 

In the center of the booth is a revolving 
stand containing a set of interesting plates il- 
lustrating the art of lithography. The example 
chosen is the lithograph of birds from the 
“New Standard Dictionary” and the various 
stages of the different color-printings are 
shown in detail from the first impression to 
the completed picture. Upon a second revolv- 
ing stand are displayed pictures of the edi- 
torial rooms and of the printing and binding 
departments of the “New Standard Diction- 
ary,” showing the editors, type-setters, and 
binders at their work. With these are exhibit- 
ed reproductions in facsimile of the manu- 
scripts and proofs at different points in the 
progress of the work, thus vividly illustrating 
the development of the dictionary. 

For the convenience of visitors a writing 
table has been provided with all needful sta- 
tionery, and—blessed boon to the weary Ex- 
position chaser—comfortable chairs are scat- 
tered about the booth for the accommodation 
of those who wish to rest.

one and Nova Scotia is the first province to 
adopt such a policy, though certain towns and 
cities in other parts of Canada follow such a 
course in handling school books. 

J. H. Charles, secretary-treasurer of the 
Musson Book Co., Ltd., accompanied by his 
daughter, Miss Doris Charles, was a passen- 
ger on the ill-fated S. S. Lusitania. 
to the skill of Miss Charles, who is an expert 
swimmer, Mr. Charles escaped death after 
the liner went down. He could not swim him- 
self but his daughter managed to keep him 
up for over two hours, when the pair were 
rescued.

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had a certain connection with the 
publishing interests of the country as 
president of the Barber Paper Mills 
Co., whose mills at Georgetown, Ont., 
supply a good deal of the book paper 
used in Canada. Another person, as- 
sociated with the book trade, who 
went down with the liner, was Miss 
Kaltenbach, who was a member of 
the office staff of the publishing house 
of McLeod & Allen, 

S. B. Gundy, publisher in Canada 
for Humphrey Milford, Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, is arranging for the 
local publication of a charming book 
of essays by Mrs. Cruikshank, wife 
of Lieut.-Col. Cruikshank, Calgary, 
entitled “Whirlpool Heights.” It is 
a book inspired by life in a cottage 
overlooking the gorge of the Niagara 
River. The book has appeared al- 
ready in England, where it is pub- 
lished by Allen & Unwin, London, 

Publication of Nellie L. McClung’s 
next book has been secured by Mc- 
Leod & Allen. Mrs. McClung was 
the author of that very successful 
book, “Sowing Seeds in Danny.” Her 
new volume will have the title, “The 
War that Never Ends,” and it will 
be brought out in the fall. 

Two important publishing under- 
takings are now approaching com- 
pletion in Canada, these being the 
production of new hymnals for the 
Methodist and Presbyterian Churches. 
The former is being handled by the 
Methodist Book and _ Publishing 
Company, the latter is in the hands 
of the Oxford University Press. The 
latter house are also bringing out a 
book of family prayers for the Pres- 
byterian Church.

‘best sellers,’ and such poets as Tagore, Noyes, 
Masefield, and Josephine Preston Peabody sell 
like popular novelists. Now we be- 
lieve that there is better poetry and a better 
market for poetry to-day than for a good 
many years past. And by publishing some 
of the best of this verse in The New 
Poetry Series at a price low enough for 
the average book-buyer to be willing to ‘take 
a chance on it,’ we hope to give it the audience 
in its own generation that it deserves. The 
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Series is so unique, the volumes are so at- 
tractive, and the price is so low, that we feel 
sure a little co-operation on your part in 
bringing it to the attention of your customefs 
who are abreast of the new movements in art 
and literature will enable us to make it a 
success, 

“In so doing the following selling points 
may be of assistance. 

“Some Imagist Poets. It is many yéars 
since any group of poets has madé a 
stir in the literary world comparable to thé 
Imagists. In a general way their aim i§ fo 
confine every poem to the expression 6f a 
single definite ‘image’ or emotion; to diseard 
all unnecessary words and write simply and 
directly, using just the metre that best ex- 
presses the thought and omitting rhyme al- 
together except where it adds force to the 
expression. In other words they are striving 
to cut poetry loose from artificiality and con- 
nect it with life. Like all pioneers they havé 
had to endure ridicule, but their importance 
is steadily growing. This volume contains 
the best recent work of such well-known poéts 
as Amy Lowell, Richard Aldington, and Ford 
Madox Hueffer, and should be owned by évéry 
one who is interested in the new moveménts 
in art and literature. We look for- 
ward to the time when one of these distific- 
tive dark green volumes lying on a library 
table will be an it symbol of culture.” 


“There are critics who contend that fiction 
readers can only be classed under two héad- 
ings—male and female. Others see many 
varieties of the species, as, for instance, read- 
ers of the thrillers; readers of standard fic- 
tion who are faithful to their old favorites; 
readers who pir their faith to Harold Béll 
Wright and Mrs. Barclay; readers who cfave 
the introspective qualities of a May Sinclair 
or Edith Wharton; and so they go.

DEFECTIVE NOTICE OF COPYRIGHT, UNREC- 

OGNIZABLE TO ANYONE NOT SEARCHING 

FOR IT OR HAVING DIRECT KNOWLEDGE OF 
IT, HELD AN OMISSION OF NOTICE. 


AN interesting copyright case was adjudi- 
cated in the District Court, Eastern District, 
Pennsylvania, by Judge Thompson on March 
Ist of the current year (200 F. R. 977). The 
complainant, Malcolm Strauss, is the owner 
of a duly registered drawing of which he 
granted Gimbel Bros. the right to reproduce 
and publish copies, under the name “La Prome- 
nade des Toilettes at Gimbel Bros.” The 
defendant, the Penn Printing & Publishing Co., 
seeing Gimbel Bros.’ reproduction in the 
Philadelphia Press, made a reproduction of 
it for use on posters. The defendant admitted 
that the posters manufactured by it were 
copies of the Press’ reproduction of the com- 
plainant’s copyrighted work, but denied that 
upon every copy of the picture or drawing 
published or caused to be published by Gim- 
bel Bros. there was inscribed or printed as 
prescribed by law the letter “C” inclosed with- 
in a circle, with the complainant’s name. . . 
as claimed by the complainant. The defend- 
ant denied that there appeared on the copies 
whereof it had knowledge any notice of the 


copyright of the picture, and avers that there | 
was an omission of the requisite notice, and | 


that it was misled by the omission into be- 
lieving that the picture was, by the publication 
in the Press, dedicated to the public. 
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_Upon examination it appeared that in the 
pictures printed in the Press the name “Mal- 
colm Strauss” appeared below the figure of 
the woman and below was a small, blurred 
Within 
the semicircular outline was a blurred im- 
pression which upon scrutiny by one searching 
for notice or having actual notice of the copy- 
right, bore some resemblance to the extreme 
upper part of a “C.” To one not searching 
for notice and having no actual notice of the 
copyright, the mark would appear merely as 
an irregular and indistinct blur upon the pa- 
In view of present knowledge that the 
complainant’s work was copyrighted, it is ap-

Under these circumstances, under section 20 
of the Copyright Act, the copyright is not in- 
validated, nor would the complainant’s recov- 
ery for infringement have been prevented if 
the defendant, after actual notice of copyright, 
had begun an undertaking to infringe. How- 
ever there was no evidence in the case that 
the defendant had actual notice of the copy- 
right, but, on the other hand, the court deemed 


| it sufficiently established that the defendant 


was “an innocent infringer, who had been mis- 
led by the omission of the notice required by 
the Act.” 

The court held that, in view of section 20, 
the complainant was not entitled to damages, 
but that a decree might be entered in favor 


| of the complainant for an injunction restrain- 


ing the infringement, for the payment to the 
complainant of profits made by defendant and 
its full costs, and requiring the defendant to 


| deliver all infringing copies and plates. 


| NECESSITY OF RECORDING ASSIGNMENTS, 
| INABILITY OF AUTHOR TO RESERVE RIGHTS 





WHEN COPYRIGHT IS VESTED IN PUBLISHER. 


Two interesting points are raised by The 
Bulletin of the Authors’ League of America 
in connection with the court’s decision in 
Photo Drama Motion Picture Co. v. The So- 
cial Uplift Film Co. (see PuBLisHERS’ WEEKLY 
for April 10). The suit, it will be remem- 
bered, concerned the motion picture rights to 
“The House of Bondage.” The copyright for 
the book was held by Moffat, Yard & Co. 
Subsequently the publishers re-assigned the 


| dramatic rights to the author, who assigned 





them to J. B. Totten, this assignment going 
unrecorded, and Totten in turn re-assigned 
to the defendant. The author, meanwhile, as- 
signed the motion picture rights to the com- 
plainant, and since the assignment to the de- 
fendant’s assigner was umrecorded, Judge 
Lacombe held that the assignment granted to 
the complainant was valid a§ against the claim 
of the defendant. 

The first of the two points which The Bul- 
letin suggests is the importance of complying 
with the provisions of the Copyright Law in 
regard to the recording of assignments of 
copyright. The necessity of such recording 
of any transfer of ownership has been disre- 
garded in the great majority of cases, and such 
a decision as this of Judge Lacombe’s is apt 
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to endanger many a current copyright. Sec- 
tion 44 of the Copyright Act reads: “That 


every assignment of copyright shall be record- 
ed in the Copyright Office within three calen- 
dar months after its execution in the United 


States or within s‘x calendar months after | 


its execution without the limits of the United 
States, in default of which it shall be void as 
against any subsequent purchaser or mort- 
gagee for a valuable consideration, without 
notice, whose assignment has been duly record- 
ed.” Judge Lacombe remarked: “If a book can 
be copyrighted; if a drama giving the story 
of the book can be copyrighted; if a moving 
picture showing such story pictorially also can 
be copyrighted, then each of these copyrights 
can be separately assigned and must be record- 
ed to avail of the constructive notice’ which 
the section contemplates.” 

The other point raised by Judge Lacombe’s 
decision in this case is the possibility of the 
author’s reserving to himself any rights when 
the publisher takes out the copyright in his, 
the publisher’s, name. It has been held that. 
in such a case all the rights not granted to 
the publisher would remain unprotected, would 
not, in other words, be subject to copyright 
at all. On the other hand, Judge Lacombe 
said: “He (the author) assigned the right to 
copyright the same (‘The House of Bondage’) 
to Moffat, Yard & Co. Moffat, Yard & Co. 
duly secured copyright. That gave them ex- 
clusive right to publish and sell the novel; 
also to make dramatizations of it, whether in 
the usual form for acting on the stage of a 
theatre, or in the more recent form of a motion 
play.” “Under the theory,” says The Bul- 
letin, “therefore, that all possible rights aris- 
ing under a copyright are vested in the person 
in whose name it is recorded, in other words, 


in the proprietor, an author who, after care- | 


fully reserving to himself everything save the 
book rights in his work, permits his publisher 
to take out copyright in the latter’s name 
runs the risk of parting with the reserved 
rights to the publisher or of throwing them 
into the public domain.” 


EXTRAVAGANT AND DECEPTIVE ADVERTIS- 
ING FORMS NOT COPYRIGHTABLE. 


AppEALED from the District Court of the 
United States for the Eastern District of 
Louisiana where it was dismissed (see P. W. 
Feb. 28, 1914), the case of Stone & McCarrick, 
Inc., wv. Dugan Piano Co. et. al. was carried 
into the Circuit Court of Appeals, Fifth Cir- 
cuit, (200 F. R. 837) where it was heard re- 
cently before Circuit Judge Pardee and Walker 
and District Judge Maxey. The last named 
judge handed down a decision in the case on 
February 8 of this year, which affirms the 
decree of the lower court. 

The appellant, Stone & McCarrick, filed its 
bill in the District Court against the appellees, 
Dugan Piano Co., the New Orleans /tem, et al., 
to prevent the infringement of the copyright 
of a book containing forms of advertisements 
and other matter. In the lower court it was 
held that the copyright of an instruction 


manual does not protect the use of the method 
described in the manual.

District Judge Maxey, in outlining the issue 
as presented in the Court of Appeals, stated: 

‘1. It may be conceded that the ‘Manual of 
Instruction’ is a book within the meaning of 
the law of copyright. 

“2. Since the motion to dismiss the bill, in- 
terposed under the new equity rules, admits, 
as did demurrers under the former system, the 
allegations of fact well pleaded, it may be 
further conceded, in view of the positive alle- 
gations of the bill, that the appellees have in- 
fringed the copyright of the appellant. 

“3. But the further question remains: Is the 
manual of instruction a proper subject of 
copyright? In other words, is it copyrightable 
under the law and entitled to the protection 
of a court of equity? 

“If in any case,” he continued, “mere ad- 
vertisements are copyrightable, the law should 
extend its protection to those only that speak 
the truth, and certainly not to that class of 
advertising matter the effect of which is to 
mislead and deceive the public. It is a fa- 
miliar maxim of equity that one who applies 
to a court of equity for relief should come in 
with clean hands, and, it may be added, he 
should show a clean bill of health to entitle 
him to its protection. Among the opinions 
quoted by the justice was that of the Lord 
Chancellor of England: ‘When the owner of 
the trade-mark applies for an injunction to 
restrain the defendant from injuring his prop- 
erty by making false representations to the 
public, it is essential that the plaintiff should 
not in his trade-mark, or in the business con- 
nected with it, be himself guilty of any false 
or misleading representations; for, if the 
plaintiff makes any material false statement in 
connection with the property he seeks to pro- 
and very justly, kis right to 
claim the assistance of a court of equity.’ 

“It is obvious,” continues Judge Maxey, 
“that the advertisements in question are made 
to order, and nothing remains to be done by 
the dealer but to publish them in a newspaper 
or periodical according to the directions con- 
tained in the lower left-hand corner of each 
advertising sheet. These advertisements are 
to be used by all licensees, or dealers in pianos 
and player-pianos who may have acquired the 
right from appellant to use them, and it is ap- 
parent that the representations of fact em- 
bodied in the letterpress, excerpts from which 
are set out in the statement of the case, can- 
not be true as to all dealers. One dealer may 
sell 50 instruments and another 250 in a given 
time, yet in the advertising sheets of the ap- 
pellant all are made to sell the same number 
of instruments within the same period of time. 
It is only necessary to glance at the matter 
of the advertisements, in that and in other re- 
spects, to satisfy the mind that their tendency, 
by the extravagant puffing of the wares of the 
dealer and misrepresentation of sales, is to 
mislead and deceive the public. However 
honest the intention of the author may have 
been in the preparation of its manual, it never- 
theless remains true that the effect of its work 
is such as we have stated. Extravaganzas may 
he indulged in by a writer for the purpose of 
illustration and to accomplish the end in view, 
as exemplified by Don Quixote and others of

a similar nature, and as thus employed they 
carry conviction to the reader and lend charm 
and interest to the story. But advertisements 
by dealers of their wares, in order to insure 
the protection of the law, should reflect the 
truth and avoid representations which mis- 
lead and deceive the people. If their tendency 
be misleading and deceptive, they will find the 
doors of a court of equity barred against their 
admission, 

“After a painstaking investigation of the 
present case, we have reached the conclusion 
that the particular advertising forms of the 
appellant, although covered by the copyright 
of the manual of instruction, are (1) not 
copyrightable, and (2) they are not entitled to 
the protection of a court of equity. 

“The decree of the District Court is there- 
fore affirmed.” 


ASSIGNMENT OF PART OF RIGHTS PROTECT- 

ED BY A COPYRIGHT OPERATES MERELY AS 

A LICENSE AND DOES NOT CARRY THE RIGHT 

GIVEN TO THE “COPYRIGHT PROPRIETOR” 
TO SUE FOR INFRINGEMENT. 

IN 1913, Edward Goodman copyrighted an 
unpublished play, “En Deshabille,” of which 
he was the author. Before copies of the 
drama were produced for sale, Goodman en- 
tered into an arrangement with the plaintiff, 
the New Fiction Publishing Co., whereby, it 
claims, Goodman assigned to it the serial 
rights to the drama. Plaintiff paid Goodman 
$50 by check, and Goodman endorsed the 
check. Part of the endorsement on the back 
of this check, produced in court as evidence, 
read: “For all serial rights to one-act play, 
En Deshabille. For deposit. Edward Good- 
man.” 


As the court explained, the words “serial 
rights,’ as plaintiff alleges, are understood to 
comprehend all periodical publishing rights, 
including magazine and newspaper publishing 
rights, and excepting only book, dramatic, 
and moving picture scenario rights. 

Prior to the transfer of the “serial rights,” 
Goodman sold to the Managers’ Producing 
Company the right to perform the play on the 
stage, and thereafter this Managers’ Produc- 
ing Company gave performances at various 
theaters in the United States and Canada, and 
because of the interest aroused by the play, 
the right to print and publish the drama in a 
magazine became of value. 

Plaintiff, the New Fiction Pub. Co., is the 
proprietor of a monthly magazine called ° 
Snappy Stories, and as “En Deshabille” could 
be readily printed in one issue, it was so 
printed in the March, 1914, issue. Before 
that, however, namely, in January, and -with- 
out the consent of Goodman or plaintiff, sub- 
stantial parts of the play were published in 
the New York American, a newspaper owned 
by the defendant, the Star Co. 

The allegation was that this publication in 
the American satisfied the public desire to 
read the play and thereby diminished the 
sale and profits of plaintiff's magazine, Snappy 
Stories. The relief asked for was that pre- 
scribed by section 25 of the copyright act in 
cases of infringement, as follows: 

(1) For an injunction restraining the infringement; 
(2) for destruction of infringing prints and matrices; 
(3) for an accounting and payment of all profits 
ensuing from the sale of the copyrighted material; 
and (4) for a penalty of $1.00 for each and every 
infringing copy made or sold by or now in the 
possession of defendant, and the defendant is re- 


quired to make discovery of the number of such 
copies made or sold by it and now in its possession. 








, corded in t 
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The court decided that it was not necessary 
for the purposes of this cause of action that 
the assignment should be recorded as provided 
in section 44 of the act. That section, accord- 
ing to the court, “protects subsequent pur- 
chasers or mortgagees for value, and is akin 
in principle to the filing or recording acts, 
which relate to bills of sale or chattel mort- 
gages. As against infringers, an assignee 
would have a cause of action, irrespective of 
the recording provisions of the act. 

“Further, the check transaction, although 
informal, clearly showed the intention of 
Goodman to sell to plaintiff all rights to pub- 
lish in magazines and newspapers, _ 

“So that the sole question,” according to the 
case as summed up by Judge Mayer in the 
U. S. District Court at New York, “as indi- 
cated supra, was whether plaintiff was an 
assignee or licensee. When Goodman obtained 
his copyright, he acquired the exclusive rights 
conferred by section 1 of the act, and also the 
right to assign permitted by section 42. Under 
the act but one assignment is necessary for 
absolute protection. Less than an assignment 
of the entire copyright cannot carry the causes 
of action (if the right is invaded) which the 
act accords to the owner or assignee. Mr. 
Bowker, in “Copyright, Its History and Its 
Law” (Edition 1912), at page 40, aptly states 
the proposition: 

“In respect to the right to limit the use of his 
work under his sale, gift, loan, grant, lease, etc., for 
a special purpose, or at a special price, or for a 
special time, or in a special locality, or to a special 
person, these powers of limitation, though implied 
in the grant of copyright, are dependent for their 
enforcement rather upon the law of contracts than 
upon copyright law. There can be no such thing as 
a copyright for a special purpose, or for a special 
locality, or under other special conditions, for there 
can be only one copyright, and that a general copy- 
right, in any one work. But specific contracts can 
be made, enforceable under the law of contracts, as 
for the sale of a copyrighted book within a certain 
territory, provided such contracts or limitations are 
not contrary to other laws. Although record of 
assignment in the Copyright Office is provided for 
by the law only for the copyright in general, the sepa- 
rate estates, as a right to publish in a periodical and 
the right to publish as a book, may be sold and 
assigned eager, and the special assignment re- 

e Copyright Office, though this does not 
convey a right to substitute in the copyright notice 
a name other than that of the recorded proprietor of 
the general copyright, which can only be changed as 


specifically provided in the law under recorded assign- 
ment of the entire copyright.” 


“That Goodman transferred or licensed to 
plaintiff only a special or limited right is made 
especially clear by the fact that he sold the 
dramatic rights to some one else, and this, 
obviously, he could not have done had he 
divested himself of his copyright by assign- 
ment. It must be remembered, throughout; 
that the remedies here sought are statutory 
creations. They have been made drastic to 
protect authors against wrongful invasions, 
but they were not intended to be cumulative, 
so as to subject a defendant to more than one 
recovery for the redress of one wrong.” 

Under section 25 of the act, which enu- 
merates the remedies, an infringer, among 
other things, “shall be liable . . . to pay to the 
copyright proprietor’ such damages as the 
“copyright proprietor may have suffered due 
to infringement.” Yet, if plaintiff’s theory 





were right [that an assignment of part of the 
rights carries the same right to sue that the 
“copyright proprietor” has], the anomalous re- 
sult would follow that not only plaintiff, but 
every other licensee of plaintiff, could sever- 
ally sue the defendant, and each obtain a 
separate judgment for one and the same vio- 
lation of a copyright which no one of them 
owned, but in respect of which each had only 
certain special or limited rights. 

The New Fiction Publishing Company 
urged, however, that under section 3 of the 
act, which provides for the protection of the 
“component parts” of a work, the right 
claimed is distinctly conferred. The court 
held, however, that ‘component parts does 
not mean subdivision of rights, licenses, or 
privileges, but refers to the separate chapters, 
subdivisions, acts, and the like of which most 
works are composed.” 

Finally, it was urged by the plaintiff, the 
New Fiction Publishing Company, “that if the 
owner of rights such as in the case at bar can- 
not sue under the act, but is remitted to an ap- 
propriate action because of the invasion of its 
contract rights obtained from the author, then 
a valuable protection will be lost to the author 
as the result of the diminished protection to 
his transferee.” 

To this Judge Mayer replied: “I think I 
fully appreciate the new situations which the 
enlarged use of copyrighted works has devel- 
oped commercially. The motion picture sce- 
nario, the daily short story in the newspaper, 
the growing vogue of the concise one-act play 
and of the short-story magazine, have all been 
developments towards specialization, which 
doubtless render particular rights of increas- 
ing importance; but if the statute has not met 
these new developments, and in this regard I 
do not express any opinion, the time-worn 
answer of the courts is that the subject-matter 
then becomes one for legislative considera- 
tion.” 

The decision of the court was that the suit 
be maintained under the copyright act, and as 
diversity of citizenship was lacking, the mo- 
tion to dismiss the bill should therefore be 
granted, with costs. However, Judge Mayer 
added: “It will be understood that I am not 
passing on the question which would be pre- 
sented if Goodman were a party plaintiff.” 200 
F. R., 904.
